-with fo much Stare, Magmificence 
and Gallantry, for the Birth of 
His ROYAL HIGHNESS, . the 
GOD-Given PRINCE of MALES, is too Ex- 
rraordinary-to: be bury'd-.in Silence , well de- 
ſerving, that all the Particulars of ir ſhould be 
Conſecrated ro Pofteriry. Ir was Regulated in 
the fellowing manner by the Care and Orders 
of the. Marquiſs of Albyvilte, His MAJESTIES 
Envoy Extraordinary 'to. the States-General of 
the United-Provinces. RE | 
Ir began in the Morning by a General Diſtrt- 
bution of Alms : After which there was Cele- 
brated a Solemn Maſs, at the end whercof 
was ſung Te Deum: both the one and the other 
being perferm'd with Excellent Vocal and In- 
ſtrumental Muſick, Compos'd by Monſieur Ha- 
quart, a Perſon well known by the Curious 
Pieces; he has publiſh'd, and Maſter of the Mu- 
ſick in the Marquits's Chapel. This no leſs Pi- 
ous, than Prudenr, Miniſter, knowing by Ex- 
perience, that nothing is well done, which has 
not its beginning from Heaven, gave Order for 
the Inviting ſeveral Prieſts ro Celebrate the Ho- 


divers. Coſtly and Magnificent Ornaments, pur- 
poſely provided for rhis great Solemnity. 

Thele Pious Actions were attended by a Sum- 
ptuous Dinner, in which though there was no 
Coft ſpard, nor any Delicacy wanting, thar 
either Nature or Art could afford ro grarific 
the Palates of the Invited,yer was it exceeded by 
the Excellent Order and decency, almoſt impoſ- 


ſible tro be kept in the midſt of fo greatProfulion. |

with certain Allegorical Figures, repreſentin g 

ſeveral Virrues, with fuirable Inſcriptions. 
On One fide on a Pedeſtal of the Triumphal 


ly Maſs, his Church being richly Adorn'd with |

There appcar'd, Hovering over the Head of 
this Young PRINCE, Two Angels, who bore | 
up, his Crown, which was very ingemoutlly : 

Artiti- , 
cially plac'd, thar ſending forth a Glorious ' 
Brightneſs,nor diſcoverable,whence it proceeded, : 
they caus'd an Admirarion in all the Spectators. 

Art the Four Corners of rhis Arch. wetfe Four 
ſtarcly Pyramids, each Three and Twenty Foor | 
High, at the top of which were quarterd rhe 
KING's Arms, and on their Pedeftals the 
PRINCE's. Theſe Pyramids were full of the | 
beſt Rockets, which fill'd the Air with an Infi- 
nity of 'Stars and- Serpents, no way falling ſhort 
of-rhe Higheſt Expectations. In fine, the vaſt 
number of Rockets, Granados, Jacks in Boxes, 
Lances; Runners on the Wheel, and other Fire- 
works, enlighten'd © the Air with fo prodigious 
a-quantity of Fires, thar ir ſeem, : as Kf there 
were never to be any more Night.
